UNIVERSITY OF B.C.

The University of BrllUh Colum- 
bia, altuated' six miles from the 
heart of Vancouver, stands on Point 
Grey, a headland which rises three 
hundred feet above the sea. It is 
separated from the Pacific Ocean 
by a steep bluff crowned in places 
with heavy forest growth. This 
particular site was chosen by the 
Building Commission in 1910 'for 
the great beauty of its setting, its 
proximity to the area of greatest 
population in the province,' and for 
the fact that, since there is open 
water on three sides, this area can 
never be surrounded by the city, 
no matter how large Vancouver 
may become.

On the North, across English Bay 
and Burrard Inlet, rise the moun- 
tains of the Coast Range. On the 
West and South arc the waters of 
the Gulf of Georgia. 

Of the 548 acres comprising the 
University site, about five acre.» are 
devoted to the Botanical Gardens, 
established in 1012. These, the first 
of such gardens in Canada estab- 
lished to bring together native 
plants, include a Systematic Gar- 
den, containing nearly 1000 vari- 
eties, a Native Arboretum, in which 
arc planted specimens of trees and 
shrubs of B.C., the Medicinal Gar- 
den with native and imported 
herbs, the Exotic Garden of plantr 
found the world over, and the Jap- 
anese Garden presented In 1935 by 
the friends of the Japanese states- 
man, Dr. Inaza Nitobe. The Jap- 
anese Garden, planned and tended 
by Japanese gardeners, contains 
flowers native to Canada and 
Japan. 

Of the main buildings, those 
which arc permanent Include the 
Library, the Science Building, and 
Broclc Hall, all on the. east of the 
Mall. Tho remaining' buildings, 
built to last approximately forty 
years, include the Auditorium, 
sealing over a thousand persons, tho 
Arts, Applied Science, Agriculture, 
Forestry, Administration, and Gym- 
nasium buildings. Union and Ang- 
lican colleges are situated a short 
distance to the East of this main 
buildings and command an excel- 
lent view of the sea and mountains. 
U.B.C. students point proudly to the 
fact that the Stadium, located just 
east of Broclc Hall, the Gymnasum, 
Brock Hall iUelf, and the recently 
completed Armories are almost 
wholly products of student endeav- 
or. 

Brock Hall is the centre of social 
life on the campus. Erected m 1938- 
39, it is the home of the Studente' 
Council and the Publications Board. 
In the luxuriously furnished loungo 
students congregate to play bridge, 
or to chat and listen to recordings 
or to the radio purchased last year 
from the funds from Arts Mixers 
held in the Hall. In Brock Hall are 
located also the Phratcres club 
room, the stage room, the double 
committee .room, the Red Cross 
work rooms, the social room for 
girls opened by the Dean of Women 
this year, and the dining room 
•which operates imdcr the same 
management as the cafeteria in the 
auditorium building. 

Every student here, as he con- 
trasts his beautiful campus of today 
with its humble origin as a scries 
of shacks in another part of the 
clly, feels that the University of 
BrilUih Columbia has made won- 
derful progress in the 26 years of

A special meeting of the Arts' 
and Science Undergraduate So- 
ciety is being held on Wcdnes- 
dny afternoon at 5 o'clock in the 
Arts' Smoking Room, to discuss 
certain buBinees matters which 
have arisen.

The Society 
further wishes suggestions (which, 
they say, will be received with an 
open mind) for the next Smoker — 
being held Just previous to the 
Smoker Dance in January, after 
mid-terms. Any other business 
which the student body wishes to 
discuss may also be brought up on

.The forms which have lieen filled 
in during thé past week by prospec- 
tive blood donors have been'handed 
over to the Red Cross and McGlll 
donors will commence giving their 
blood on Thursday and on subse- 
quent Mondays and Thursdays 
thereafter. 

This is the latest development in 
the campaign for blood donors, 
which was carried on during the 
past week and which has resulted 
in a total registration of 640. This 
is the latest figure available and 
Includes the SS.studehta who signed 
the pledge on Friday. 

Although this is felt to be a good 
showing, it still falls short of the 
desired quota. Further canvassing 
will take place this yyeek amjxig 
the MRTB. 

■ Co-eds' Working. 

During the past week, co-eds 
have supervised thè registration of 
the' studenta,> in booths located in 
various college buildings, for the 
convenience of differeht faculties. 
These booths are no longer in oper- 
ation, but those who still wish to 
register may do so, through the 
War Council Representative of 
their club or society. 

The importance of this phase of 
war service has been stressed re- 
peatedly, but can hardly be over- 
rated because of the lifesaving pro- 
perties of blood Uransfiisions. On 
the other hand, there Is no perman- 
ent loss on the part of the donor 
■who is healthy (and no others are 
accepted) — • hence this service lies 
within the power of the average 
student. 



War Research 
Campaign^^Ends 

75 Volunteers 
To Serve as 
"GuineaPigs" 

Having reached seventy-five per 
cent, of its objective of one hun- 
dred volunteers, the Committee for 
Volunteers for War Research 
brought ita campaign for human 
"guinea pigs" to a conclusion. About 
fifty per ceiit of the seventy-five 
volunteers registered were womeq 
students. 

Charlie Harris, chairman of the 
Committee announced that as the 
number of volunteers registered 
was sufficient for present needs the 
drive would be discontinued. How- 
ever Mr. Harris went on to state 
that if anyone desires to help the 
University war effort by assisting 
In research work they may still 
register by getting in touch with 
him on the campus or by calling 
him' at FItzroy 0895. 

Mr. Harris stated that one of the 
reasons for the 'successful comple- 
tion of the drive was the efficient 
help of the girls at the registration 
tables, and he expressed the com- 
mittees thanks to them.

Odlozilik WiU 
Give Talk on 
Central Europe 

Noted Historian 
To Lecture in 
Moyse Hall 

Professor 0. Odlozilik, of the 
Charles University in Prague, 
will give a lecture in Moyse 
Hall on Thursday morning at 
nine o'clock. His subject will be 
"Events in Central Europe Since 
1918," and the lecture, under the 
auspices of the Department of 
History, will be open to stu- 
dents of all faculties. Dr. F. 
Cyril James, principal of Mc- 
Gill University, will be in the 
chair. 

The speaker is known as an auth- 
ority on the history of Czechoslo- 
vakia. After serving In the National 
Archives at Prague, he became a 
lecturer in history at the Charles 
University. In 1030 he was invited 
to England to act as Lecturer in 
Czecho-Siovakian Language and 
Literature in the School of Slavonic 
Studies at King's College in the 
University of London. 

Retum to Pngne. 

He returned to Prague where he 
was appointed Extraordinary Pro- 
fessor of Crecho-Slovakian History 
at the Charles University, a position 
which he held when Czecho-Slova- 
kia collapsed before the German In- 
vasion. He then came to the United 
States where, during the past year, 
he has been lecturing at Columbia 
University on Central European 
History. 

The Department of History has 
stressed the fact that the subject 
matter of Professor Odiozllik's lec- 
ture does not constitute merw' his- 
tory to Jilm. His knowledge . of . It 
has grown out of personal ' exper- 
ience.

When it was over, 
she came' out to Canada -as a mis- 
sionary and, after observing thé 
lack of church and clergymen in the 
Canadian Northwest, returned to 
England. and raised enough. money 
to equip a Sunday School Caravan 
to work during the summer in 
northern Alberto. 

There are now twenty of these 
vans, each operated by two work- 
ers, a missionary and a mechanic- 
driver. Workers are needed and 
Miss Hasell hopes to recruit some 
volunteers from R.V.C. Last year 
Elsie Dettmers, Barbara Mercer, 
and Sylvia Grove, of R.V.C, were 
driver mechanics in B.C., Ont., and 
Alta., respectively.

effort. The registration of these 
students will facllitete the organiza- 
tion of various activities to be un- 
derteken as part of the war effort 
and it wil lelimlnate waste of time 
In recruiting those who will help. 

The reserve forms, as they are col- 
lected, will be filed according to 
the volunteer's membership in 
clubs and also according to his hours 
of free time. The committee mem 
l9er who was interviewed has asked 
that regteteatlon be speeded up, as 
the boxes now used for collecting 
volunteer reserve forms will be 
needed for the elections on De 
cember 9. A blank form for re- 
gistration will be found on the back 
page of this Issue 'of the "Daily." 



N.D.G. Salvage Drive 
Exceeds Past Records 



Warehouses Are 
Taxed to Capacity 
By Contributions 

"As far as we were concerned 
the Notre Dame de Grace Salvage 
Drive was a success— surpassing 
that of either of the previous drives 
made by the McGill st^udente dur- 
ing recent weeks— but the facilities 
for handling it were none too good." 

Thli was the opinion expressed 
by members of the committee who 
arranged this latest drive, when it 
was learned that 20 truckloads of 
salvage had reached the ware- 
houses on St Nicholas and St 
James Steeete on Friday evenbig. 

According to schedule, the drive 
got under way about 6.30 p.m. The 
studente assembled on the campus 
and were immediately assigned to 
cars, whose drivers had already 
been allotted an area to cover. The 
canvassers proceeded Immedately to 
their section of N.D.G. and thç seri- 
ous business of the evening began. 
It proceeded without a break until 
the area had been ^canvassed. 
Trucks Donated. 

As before trucks, whose services 
were donated by private concerns 
throughout the city, accompanied 
the cars and collected the salvage 
as speedily as possible. Hit St 
Nicholas Street yard was filled 
first and the remainder of the sal- 
vage was then token down to the 
St James Street warehouse. The 
National Salvage Committee was 
unprepared for the quantity which 
was obtained and handling was dif- 
ficult compelling some of the 
workers to remahi till the small 
hours of the morning to complete 
the Job. 

In many instances citizens of 
N.D.G. were already aware of the 
pending drive, aind had their con- 
tributions ready, while others ex- 
pressed regrete that due to their 
having missed advance notices, 
they were not prepared to co-oper-

Large Turnout in 
Drizzle and Slush

Yesterday afternoon the Mc- 
Gill Rescn'c Training Battalion 
was congratulated in the Molson 
Stadium by Lieutenant- Colonel 
J. M. Morris, M.C., V.D., offi- 
cer in command, and Captain 

H. S. L, Brown, officer in charge, 
on their fine turnout and mili- 
tary behaviour at their first 
church parade of the year, the 
second in the history of the 
unit. 

Principal F. Cyril James took tho 
salute in front of the McGIU Union 
at 4.30 p.m., after the church scr- 
vices. The thirty platoons, constet- 
Ing of nearly two thousand men, 
paraded east on Sherbrooke street 
thence north on University street 
and were dismissed ai the Stedlum. , 

Formed At 1.45. 

The members of the M.R.T.B. be- 
gan to form up at the Stadium at 

I. 45 p.m.. In a drizzling rain. The 
Roman Catholics and Hebrews fell 
out and reassembled separately 
near the Field House. The re- 
mainder of the battalion was order- 
ed to close ranks and then allowed 
a ten-minute smoking period. 

At 2 20 p.m., the Roman Catholic 
detechment left the Stedlum, to be 
followed by the Hebrew section. 
Both, marched down Oxenden av- 
enue and Shuter street The Roman 
Catholic corps turned west on St 
Catherine and south along Alex- 
ander steeet to St Patelck's Church, 
where the service was conducted 
by Captein the Reverend Father 
Latour. The Hebrew unit descend- 
ed University, having turned west 
on Milton street; from there they 
went along Burnslde street to Stan- 
ley steeet. Captain the Reverend 
Gershon Levi officiated at tha 
Shareth Israel Synagogue on Stan- 
ley steeet.

"Skylark," Samson Raphaelson's comedy of 
confuted marital rslatlons which was presented 
with marked success In New York ;.a couple of 
seasons ago, has been transformed to the 
screen, tailored lo meet the very atlracUve 
measurements of Miss Claudette Colbert. 

The little problems presented in the movie 
can by no means be said to be unfamiliar even 
to the least ardent of film fans. Lydla Kenyon 
is upset by the fact that her husband Tony's 
heart appears to belong increasingly to the ad- 
vertising business. The romance In their mar- 
riage It having a losing fight with the mun- 
dane considerations of contracts and money. 
The situaUon is finally climaxed by the appear- 
ance of the spirit of jole de vivre in the form 
of Jim Blake, more familiar to the faithful as 
Brian Aheme. Blake, a lawyer with touches 
of poetry in his chsracter which certainly set 
him apart from most others of his profession, 
forms an appealing contrast to the down-to- 
earth earnestness of Lydia's materialist hus- 
band. After a reaionable Interlude of con- 
fusion, Tonjr finally sees j the light, decides that 
ho amount of advertising is worth the price of 
his happy home, and the problem is solved 
neatly and happily as no one doubted it would 
be. 

As lordia, the sorely tried wife, Claudette 
Colbert has an adequately light touch to turn 
in a believabltt performance. Kay MlUand 
makes a convincing husband. Brian Aheme 
seems mosewhat mis-cast at the romantic at- 
torney. . Somehow, he doesn't seem the type to 
call people "pal" and "chum" with any con- 
viction. The role would seem to demand a 
little mora of tho diamond In the rough quality 
than polished Mr. Aheme is constitutionally 
equipped to give. 

In spite of its uneven quality, "Skylark" is 
a more than ordinarily amusing comedy, well 
produced and, on the whole, well played. 

The Palace Theatre is alto showing a 
March of Time short subject about the develop- 
ment of the American Navsl Air Arm. It will 
not be remembered ss one of the most fascinat- 
ing of these producUons but It has the usual 
impreisive atmosphere of authoritativeness.

A lot of people felt 
it couldn't be nearly as good as- the advance 
notices claimed. But a lot of women went to 
sec Clark Gable, and a lot of men went to see 
Lana Turner, and they found the pictûre was 
all right, too. . 

It is the stars that make the show what it 
Is. The dialogue is not notable. The plo*t is 
not startling. But the producers have provided 
Clark and Lana (and Frank Morgan) with a 
series of scenes they can exploit to the limit 
of their parUcular abilities. 

Gablè is a crook— a lovable, romantic crook 
who can never ba reformed, Lana is the lovely 
miss who bèlievés she can reform him, but 
lovés him anyway. 

Actually Lana does pretty well. She gets 
Clark drunk enough so that he marries her, 
thus putting their love on a virtuous bssis— 
and Clark doesn't teem to mind too much be- 
cause hé loves her too. • 

The story concerns the way Clark, old time 
confidence man, takes over a town and builds 
it up to a point where it provides a really'good 
source of income. Eventually, of course, the 
tax-payers kick. The crisis somehow geU

His madcap antics and 
his inability to obey orders keep getting him 
Into scrapes but his Squadron Leader, James 
Stephenson, an old buddy of his, manages to 
pull him out and sot him on the right track, i 

AlUiough at times during tho picture, thÀ 
mock heroism and the overacting by soine of 



the principals tends to cause a definite drag In 
the fluency of the picture the action keeps the 
audience in a itate of high tension. 

Both the late James Stephenson and Ronald 
Reagan deserve bouquets for their perform- 
ances and special mention should be given to 
Cliff Edwards and Olympe Bradna for the 
manner In which they handled thebr roles.

"This Girl Is Mine" is a conventional film 
laid at tho end of the eighteenth or the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century; the seamen's 
costumes suggesting the former and those of 
the other players the latter. The story centres 
around an expedition sent to Oregon, to open 
a fur trading post there. 

■ The hero, Robert Stevens, , , played by 
Franchot Tone, Is a young 'clerk ordered by his 
employer to accompany the expedition. In order 
to see adventure at first hand. During the 
course of the picture-play he, in the manner of 
all good movie heroçs, develops from a timid 
mouse of a man to ihe swashbuckling injun 
killing leader of the party that finally wins the 
fair maiden, Carol Bruce. 

The main part of the story is laid aboard the 
ship that is to carry the party around Cape 
Horn to its dcstlnaUon. Thit, the Tonquln, it 
ruled with a rod of iron by its Captain, Walter 
Brennan, an officer of the newly formed United 
States navy, and a fanatical disciplinarian. To 
add to his difflculttet in running the ship 
smoothly with a crew that does not appreciate 
his disciplinary incllnaUons, Carol Bruce, in 
the form of an almost unbelievably Innocent 
songstress from a dockslde tavern, is smuggled 
aboard by the leader of a par^ of French- 
Canadian voyageurs who' are bèing brought 
along as guidés. 

The outsandlng feature in this movie was 
the acting of Walter Brennan as the sour and 
rather fanatical ship's captain. Apart' from 
this the acting of the other members of the 
cast, with the excepUon of John Carroll was 
capable though not Inspired. The film was 
well directed and admirably photographed, 

The supporUng film "Bachelor Daddy" with 
S. £. Horton. Donald V^odi and Baby Sandy, 
was a light frothy comedy,'' dealing wltH the 
predicament of 3 brothers living in a bach' 
clors' club who suddenly have an unknown 
baby girl left on their hands when Its mother 
Is jailed for making candy without a licence. 
The ensuing complications are amplified When 
she rejoins her baby in the Badieler's Club 
and falls In love with the youngnt'^birother, 
who is at that time engaged to a prospective 
partner's dsughter for business reasons. 

The program is rounded off with a news- 
reel and a travelogue, dealing with the Cana- 
dian Rockies. The program as a whole was 
good entertainment all through; — P.K.

operation, of national pride, of in- 
terest in national affairs, and of 
ffieiency under Democracy unpre- 
cedented in our history. There are 
signs that this country, with all its 
vast reserve of natural . resources, 
will' emerge from tho war as a 
great country where men and wo- 
men will live more sanely and more 
as equals than ever before, whether 
we emerge with or without our pre- 
sent boundaries. 





There can be no doubt that the 
world, throughout its history, hss 
never seen sUeh terrible conflict; 
there can be no doubt that conflict 
has never been so widespread. 
When men of every land, in every 
corner of the globe, rise up against 
each other with more and more 
terrible methods of destruction, 
there is nothing in that action to in 
dicate that civilization Is progress 
Ing favourably. From the stand- 
point of natural economics, nothing 
can be more futile and wasteful 
than the kind of war we wage to- 
day. Into the completion of every 
warplane, of every warship, every 
gun, and tank and shell, go the best 
and rarest that the world has to of- 
fer—the best brains and workman' 
ship plan and fashion the product; 
from the earth the finètt and rarest 
of minerals are procured with the 
highest ingenuity; the finest man- 
power procurable is finally placed 
in charge of the machhies— and, at 
a single stroke, this product of the 
best of everything Uie world can 
devise— disappears In a cloud of 
smoke. A little like the expensive 
fireworks we used to buy on Em- 
pire Day— expensive because, in the 
long run, they cost so much and 
^ave so little in return— and World 
War, as taxpayers the world over 
will aver, is the most expensive 
kind of fireworks there is, Where, 
then, are the grounds for optimism 
over the present war? 

There are many answers to this 
question, all of which we could not 
possibly find space to answer, even 
it we knew them all In the first 
place, it Is quite wrong to begin by 
imagining, Juit because we were 
not at war during the last decade, 
that we, as a world community, 
were living much more sensibly 
than we are now, in time of war. 
What is wrong with the world now 
was much the tame as what was 
wrong with the world then, except 
that, we ara probably doing more 
about it now than we were then 
After a certain inteniity of compli 
caUon has been reached in world 
wide social relations, apparently 
and unfortunately, there mutt al 
ways be a war before the world can 
itt certain things out of Its system. 
Today we are fighting to te 
whether the world It going lo get 
democracy or autocracy out of its 
system, and the fight will not be 
over until one of them hu been 
digested. 

We must rememher toe that now, 
is never before, the highly-diversl 
fled countries of Europe now unit 
ed under Nazi domination are being 
united by an even stronger bônd 
their common maltreatment, their 
hatred for the army of occupation, 
their hope for a new world order, 

In England, class distinctions have 
been almost entirely swept away by 
the common danger, the sharing of 
retpontibiUUes, of food and cloth- 
ing rations, and of suffering at the 
hands of the German luftwaffc, 
whose bombs do net pause to ask 
upon what building they are falling, 
or whose wife and children they 
are going to kiU. There had arisen 
a new spirit n<>t likely to die with 
the mere eettaslon of hostilities. 

Most encouraging of all, perhaps. 
Is the common purpose shsred by 
Britain and the United States, as de- 
monstrated in last summer's Joint 
Atlantic Deeiaratlon by the leaders 
of the tw6vc6untrlès. These two 
leaders reilize'' fully, the things 
which are at stake, the purpcie of 
the battle before us, and, above all, 
that the world will never, can 
never, must never emerge from the 
conflict In the same character in 
whleh.it entered: toe eenfUct;T^ 
the démëèraclet^ have J olned ' forces 
which are not fighting on all fronts 
—wherever Its enemies are found— 
for the existence of Dcmoeraey. 

Here in Canada thare are reasons 
for hope and faith, perhaps mora so 
than V in an^:' other \ country in - the 
world.' Btnioved from the aeene of 
conflict, as yet, at least, we have 
perhaps a little too much apparent 
safety to make ut resltze, as a na- 
tion, the danger besetting us, but 
we are, nevertheless, showing signs 
of the greater^jKOvery as a naUon. 
There arSBSdSi about us -every-

NEW ORGANIZATION 

This fallB few enthusiasts have 
been quietly building up a sound 
organization with a Constitution 
drajvn from tho combined experi- 
ence of several of the strongest Out- 
ing Clubs in the New England Col- 
leges. Open to all members of the 
student body. Its twofold purpose is 
to "sponsor, and encourage outdoor 
activities not otherwise provided for 
by the Athletics Council" and to 
foster competitive skiing. Thus in 
tho future the scope of the M.O.C. 
will not be confined to the winter 
season alone, but will also include 
the promotion of general camping, 
hiking, rock climbing and similar 
out-door activities. 

Briefly, thé organization consists 
of a General Council of twenty-five, 
representing the, various years and 
faculties of tho University, which 
will govern and direct the club poli- 
cies.

us to reject this notion. He. con 
tinued that the human mind Is the 
result of an evolutionary process, 
is imperfect and it can only sur 
vive because it is flexible and can 
be re-adapted to its environment 
Our ethics are an integral part of 
our religion; they are only suffi' 
dent for our own situation. The 
ethics of Christ are insufficient tO' 
day. They do not include ethics of 
peace and war, solutions to prob 
lems.of nutrition, infant mortality, 
etc. Christ was perfect and his 
principles ■ were adequate for .his 
time. Our task is to build on the 
foundations laid by Christ and thus 
we can still speak of Christian 
ethics in our time. 

He maintained' that in the field of 
science also we must go forward; 
the Fifth Columnists of science are 
those who 'turn back because to 
think through scientifically is too 
hard. We must not lose reverence 
as we analyse the world around us. 
Prof. Huskins illustrated this by 
pointing out that we can enjoy 
beauty even while understanding.
